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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art is Headley et al. (US 5,885,239). Regarding independent claim 1 , Headley 
('239) does not disclose or suggest "a convoluted diaphragm with a region of 
convolution, the region of convolution separated from the center of the elastic wall by a 
region without convolution, such that the region with convolution is substantially 
adjacent to the substantially flat bottom surface". Regarding independent claim 6, 
Headley ('239) does not disclose or suggest "the diaphragm varying in thickness so as 
to have a local maximum in thickness outside the mounting position's immediate 
vicinity". Regarding independent claim 20, Headley ('239) does not disclose or suggest 
the combination of an interior wall having a bottom surface which is substantially planar 
across the chamber and a diaphragm having a convolution which in an unstretched 
state departs form the plane of the bottom surface.
